URPii Y became t quite mad at CABBAGE and BOP because of the fact that they ivent 
L> a white lawyer, nan-sly RUSSELL PL THOMPSON for his services, and were paying 
for it, instead of coming to hirn JRA MURPHY who would give his services free. MUR PH', 
il.uslralvng what he meant by free service did not charge BOP the normal $25.00 fee 
for uriiing up their charter.

FRIDGES, Icji 1310 Florida cn route to the Play Loy Villa ^ and they presented the 
Cijt.or oj tee Villa , Lnuivn only to tue ;i.:fui mant as DUKE, the purchase order from 
ti OPC. 'ill e owner of the Play Boy Villa then gave WILLIE ROGERS $20. 00 to buy 
the chicken end the Spaghetti. These three subjects then left the Play Boy Villa end 
went by CHARLES BALLARD’S house where they picked up IRA BALLARD and then 
tncy pi oceec.cc: to HL.LEN BRIDGES house wnere HELEN BRIDGES stayed for about 
10 minutes and then came bach toihecar. These subjects than went to the Pic Pac 
store at Bellevue d: McLamorc, where they bouJU spaghetti, ground beef, tomato 
paste, end canned tomatoes in the amount of $10.00. Tney then left and proceeded 
to the Chicken Villa on Third Street just South of Crump where WILLIE ROGERS 
placed cm order for 200 pieces of fried Chicken at a cost of $41. 00 end the order was 
to be picked vp at 8PM. 

According to informant these subjects then left the Chicken Villa. , and took IDA 
xxAJjLAx.D home and . went to the Ptciy Boy Villa so HELEN BRIDGES could start 
Jiang the spaghetti. WILLIE ROGERS and MC CULLOUGU then went to 1310 Florida 

NOP B eedyucriera where CHARLES BALLARD was taken by HARRELL MC CULLOUGL 
to t..e Drug Store in ins Southgate Snapping Center so that he could buy some spec- 
ial delivery cramps , so that he could mail, several letters. It is believed by inform- 
ant ti’.at tnese letters possibly pertained to BALLARD'S enquiry at the college where 
WILLIE ROGERS had gone in Alabama., last year „ 

They then returned to 1310 Florida where they picked up GREE MC IlENZIE and LAB.. 
Dl.IvIS, and took MC KENZIE jiociie to get some money that had been raised from a 
SOCK HOP at 1310 Florida NOP Headquarters on the night oj August 23, 1233. Inform- 
ant states incy then dropped LARRY DA VIS off on Bison St. ,an& then proceeded to 
JGLN GuARY V.1LLIAMS house. , where MC KENZIE Picked up some more money 
raised at the SOCK HOP. They then returned to 1310 Florida. 

lip CULLOUGU, SWEET WILLY WINE, and WILLIE ROGERS then went to ROGERS, 
sister house an Kansas, where ROGfERS obtained $15. QG from his sister, and then 
tmiy pic.iea up the Cnic.ie.i at tie Chicken Villa on Third Street.
